The Six -Mile road d istrict com­ 
mission ers, Messrs. E . R . Blair, 
N ate Norton an d George T. Men e- 
fee, have award ed the con tract for 
the con struction of on e-half mile 
of road on the Lon gwood road an d 
an other on e-half mile on the Petty 
road to Lee Carpen ter. 
The speci­ 
fication s provid e that the road s 
shall be fin ished w ithin the n ex t 
forty d ays, an d work will com­ 
men ce at on ce un d er the d irection 
of the superin ten d en t 
The establishmen t of the Six - 
Mile-Road d istrict is fast givin g 
Pettis coun ty some of the fin est 
road s in the state. 
Farm ers are 
n ow en abled to come to town in all 
weather, whereas formerly they 
were compelled to w ait un til the 
mud d ried . 
In 
places where a 
team can n ow be trotted at an y 
time of the year it was form ^rly im^ 
passable d urin g a greater part of 
the win ter. 
The specification s for the con ­ 
struction of the road s call for a foot 
of Telford base, 
over 
which is 
spread several in ches of gravel. 
It 
makes a combin ation that, it is 
said , will last for years at a cost of 
somethin g like $ 3,500 per mile. 
The commission ers have between 
$ 6,000 an d $ 7,000 a year at their 
d isposal, the reven ue bein g d erived 
from a part of the siloon licen ses, 
both city an d coun ty, 
an d also 
from a tax of 10 cen ta on the $ 100 
valuable of property. 
It was provid ed when the d is­ 
trict was first established that all 
cf the d irt road s in the d istrict 
should be put in good con d ition 
before rock road s should be built, 
an d also that all brid ges should be 
repaired . 
About two years were 
con sumed in this work. 
There are n in ety-seven miles of 
road in the d istrict to be kept in 
good con d ition , an d it will be some 
time before they can all be recon ­ 
structed .

This provision debars the

bidder, 
who, 
in 
years 
past, sought contracts in all parts 
of 
the country and 
then 
sublet 
them to local parties. 
The reform 
has caused an increase in the cost 
of the service, but has also been 
productive of much better results. 
T h e order of the department re­ 
quiring star 
route contractors to 
deliver mail to patrons who fur­ 
nish boxes for the purpose along 
the route has also served to increase 
the cost, 
as it requires additional 
work, time and care. 
Th e 
contracts 
now 
expiring 
were made four years ago, when 
times were hard, prices low and 
iiianv men, with teame, out of em ­ 
ployment, and ready money very 
scarce. 
Contracts 
were awarded 
at 
a figure that barely furnished 
living wages 1o the contractors. 
This year the reverse of the sit­ 
uation IS true. 
There is no great 
scramble for the contracts, and the 
prices offered reflect the prosper­ 
ous condition of the bidders. 
Men 
with teams can secure steady em­ 
ployment at remunerative wages, 
and as a result arc not anxious to 
take the mail 
carrying contracts 
except at prices practically as good 
8s they could get from private em­ 


ployers.

Stars We Can See 
Only a 
Small Part 
of the Celestial Host. 
On any clear night, says Sir Robert 
Stawell Ball, LLD ., F. R. S., Lown- 
dean 
profe-ssor of astronomy and 
geometry at Cambridge 
university, 
according to the Xew 
Y ork 
Pre^s, 
some few thousand stars will be visi­ 
ble to th e eve w ithout an v furth er op- 
tical aid. 
W ith the assistance of a 
mall telescope 
an 
enormous 
in ­ 
crease in the num ber of the stars will 
be at once perci ptible, and with every 
increcise in the power of th e telescope 
the num ber of apparent stars in the 
heavens waxes greater and greater. 
Xo one has ever attem pted to eiuimcr- 
ate the precise num ber of stars that 
m ight be counted in a celestial survey 
made with 
great telescopes under 
suitable conditions. 
Estimates have, 
however, lieen formed, based on care- 
iul counting, of the num ber of stars 
to be seen in small selected, areas, and 
it has thus been possible to obtain 
some notion of the total num ber of 
strrs th a t lie within the range of our 
great inslruments. As mav natiirallv 
be expecied, the estimates vary a great 
deal, hut the lowest would not be 
m uch less th a n a hundred millions. 
T here are other estimates which place 
th e num ber of visible stars at two 
hundred millions, or at numbers even 
higher still. 
As every increase in the power of 
the telescope brings more and more 
stars into view, and as the num ber 
of new stars increases in a ratio even 
more rapid than that of the Increase 
of the power of the telescope, it seems 
quite certain th a tth e re mii.'t l)e stars 
which lie beyond onr reach. 
The 
star which looks small even in a large 
telescope may become a com parative­ 
ly bright star in a telescope greater 
still. 
T hrough the greatest instru­ 
m ent millions of m inute points may 
be discerned, i aeh of which would 
doubtless be pree nted as a lirighlstar, 
if the powers of observingthouldever 
receive 
anv 
ereat 
enhancement. 
t j 
* 
From considerations of this kind we 
infer that there m ust he innmnerahle 
stars which up to the present have 
been quite nnperceived. 
If we fur­ 
th e r bear in mind th a t the region of 
space subm itted to the examination 
of our telescopes can be no more than 
a n inconsiderable point in compari- 
on to the extent of infinite space, it 
is obvious th a t the unseen stars must 
be enormously greater, proV^ably un ­ 
told millions of times more ntimerous 
than the stars which come within our 
ken. 
Ihit there is another! ine of thought 
wh:( ;i will also conduct us to the cuii- 
elik-n ’ 
it at the universe we see must 
be a- 
. tiling in comparison to the 
uni\e -c as it actually exists, but of 
whicii hy far the greater part is total­ 
ly invi-ible. 
We must remember tliat 
what w e call a star is perceptible only 
because it is a self-liiinincus object. 
It is a body heated to a tem perature 
suflleientlv high to cause it to glow 
with vivid incandescence. 
T he stal­ 
ls indeed a sun, and 
in m any cases 
those suns, which we call stars, are 
quite as large and quite as lustrous 
as th e sun th at shines in our own skies. 
T h e star is, however, a million times 
as distant from us as the sun, andth is 
circumstance makes all the difference 
in the apparent brightness of the two 
bodies. 
If a celestial body situated 
at a stellar distance is to be visible-, it 
is essential for th a t bodv to be bright 
enough to possess a sun like glow. A 
body like our own globe, which has no 
light of its own, or like the moon, or 
like th e planet Jupiter, if placed at 
th e same distance from us as one of 
the ordinary stars, would be totally 
invisible to dwellers on the earth. I t 
could never under such circumstances 
shine bv m ere reflected light. 
«/■ 
o 
The. sunlight or the star liglit th at 
m ight fall upon it would be wholly in- 
sufliciect to give th e surface of the 
body a luminosity which would ren­ 
der it visible from such distances as 
those from which we view it. H ence 
we are led to the rem ark that th e ob­ 
jects we see in the heavens can be no 
more than the exceptionally bright 
points of the universe.
